SIX ARE INJURED 


Helsinki, In Flames, 
Fights Back; Soviet 
Bombers Shot Down 


HELSINKI, Nov. 30.— (5:20 I’. M.-10:20 A. M., EST.)— Russian booming planes set 
tin1 southwestern section of Helsinki afire today in a sudden land, sea and air invasion of 
Finland. 
After Soviet bombers roared over the capital in successive raids, the sky over south­ 
western Helsinki was red early tonight with t he glare of burning buildings hit during the 
afternoon’s bombardment. 
Several bodies were recovered in the streets and the wreckage of buildings in the 
early evening. 
The number of dead and in jured could not be determined immediately. 
The Soviet invasion 
began early today, with infantry advancing into Finnish ter­ 
ritory on the Isthmus of Karelina under heavy artillery fire. 
Soon bombing planes were dropping explosives on the port of 
Viipuri (Viborg), 
about 65 miles from the Soviet frontier, and Red warships had begun seizing Finnish 
islands in the Gulf of Finland. 
President Kxoesti Kallio 
declared the country tx) be “in a state of war,” issuing a 
decree “for defense and the maintenance of law and order of the Finnish 
republic.” 
Finnish defense forces were rallied quickly into action, and anti­ 
aircraft batteries fought bitterly against the attacking Red squadrons. 
It was estimated that ten Soviet planes were shot down, of which 
two fed in Helsinki. 
After a preliminary bombing of Helsinki’s Maim airport on the 
outskirts of the city, the Soviet bombers began attacking the city proper 
shortly after I P. M (6 A M .. EST). 
The Helsinki Institute of Technology was almost completely wrecked 
and several apartment houses were blasted apart by bombs and set 
ablaze. 
Southwestern Helsinki, where most of the bombs fell, was red with 
fire. 
An area of 12 blocks was blazing, and windows were shattered 
over an area of a square mile 
The capital was completely blacked out tonight, but blazing buildings 
provided a beacon for enem y aircraft.
